ENGLAND POWERLESS TO FREVENT RUBAIAN CON-
QUEST,

We are not among those who take an alarmist
view of Russian invasion in Central Asla, and
the day is fur distant when Hussia can make use
of her position there to overnwe England or
override India. The truth, moreover, is that
we are utterly helpless o prevent Russis from
proceeding in her career of conquest i it is her
will to carry out her policy of annexation. She
has & base of operations at her back which we
cannot command, and the tribes she incorpo-
rutes into hier mammoth dominions are upon
her own borders. Her recommendations and
diplomacy, with her military stremgth frowning
upon ker (romticr, have all (Le welght of com-
mands,

We cannot oppose her progress by an armed
ambassy to Turkestan, and unarmed” diplomacy
or futrigus at the barbarian courts would be
simply ridiculons and & fallure, The tracts are
80 unapproachable to every power save Russia
that itis difficult to obwsin sn aecurate know-
ledge of the eventls which are trasspiring; and
even the English Cabinet itaell' can only appeal
to the Russlan Court, and cannot enlorpe K”m
stay its conquests, Thus the very difficulty that
would prevent England from sending a force
from Indin to Turkestan—were such an abgurd
conception ever to be thourht of—retards the
prosress of Russla towards our Indian frontier,
and poctﬁonep the danger to our Indian posses-
sions, which its annexing policy and “‘manifest
destiny” suggest,

Every accession of territory, however, which
strengtbens her position In Central Asla or
brings ber nearer to Hindostan adds to her
welght in the councils of Europe, and disturbs
the influence and po'lcy of Britain by endsnger-
fpg ber empire in the Enst, It ma gendmimd
that it would be better for Britain if some power
of little or no nfluencs in Buropenn affalrs were
contermmons with her Indisan possessions; but
she knowe the danger she dreads and bas some
penerations during which to prepare to meet it,
should it ever come. Mennwhile, Russia has
the most solid reasons for her sdvanoce, snd

In an article, & portion of which we repriat
thie morning, the Bomopay Gagclle weals in a
most statesmanlike manner the subject of Ros-
aian ageression in Central Asia. The writer
seourately definos the true political Import of
the carver wpon which that grest power has
entered on thig conjinent, and poimts out where
the read danger to England Hes, and what Is its
pature, However unlikely it may be that Ros-
»in, even ehould she extend her dominlons to
our very frondlers, will ever iovade Indls, or
thnt, il ghe does, her undertaking wall reanlt in
sauythiog but digaster, theré can be no doube
that the nearer she approachés us, Lthe greator
w 11 be lier power to annoy us,

Fhould she ever gan sufliclent influence over
the Affghans and the numerous tribes upon our
northwestern borders, she may do this effecinally
without marching n ain%l)co soldier into Hindoo-
stin. That she would hkely to adopt such o
course with the view of ultimately taking our
place in this country, we do not believe; but she
18 very hikely to avall herself of the increased in-
fluence this opportunity would give her in the
counls of Europe, to assist her in devaloplo
slans much more impoziant to her, und moe
onger entertained by her, The part we should
be able to teke in o war to protect Constaniino-
ple would be materially affected by the necessity
ol protecting our Indian frontier from the incor-
sione ol hordes, not, as we already know to our
cokt, uvuwarlike, and paid and farnished with the
material of war— nay, perhaps drilled —by
Rusvia,

This i the real danger to which the advance
of Ruseia exposes us; hui the gume 8 one al
which two can play, and which, for a very long
time at least, we ought to be able to play better
than sbe, IV we regard the question ue one of
coet, we can afford more, nnd If a8 ope ol in-
fluence, ours should avall more than hers, We
cannot, however, say that snch s treaty as we
have just concluded with one ol the mest con-
tempiible of onr neighbors, has a tentency to
increase the influence which, in these eventuali-
ties. we are so likely to want. Every suca treaty
muet help to precipitate the time when Russin
mav jairly see her opportunity; every such
treaty must inciease the value of that oppor-
tunity, True writer in the Bombay Gazelle most
Justly chserves that we are utterly helpless o

revent Rugsia in her career ol conguest, by any

ind ol active opposilon we can oller her.
While she is carrving her base of operations
with her, we must leave ours far behind to get
at her,

But if the advauce of Russia gught not to lead
us to seck a collision on ground where we should
labor wnder such immenge disadvantages, yet
the time has certainly come when it should lead
us to make the most of our own opportunities.
An additional motive—if additional motives weie
wanted —hes been created for us to guard jeal-
ousl{‘ our houor, our/dignity, and o ur influence,
1 the eyes of people who may, at some very
remote period, be ealled upon to choose between
two masters. We cannot bul vegard it as the
moet uncoward of {atilities, that, at such s«
time, we should he I‘mrsuing the opposite
courge, and doing our best 10 show ourselves
vodeserving of the pogition we have hitherto
oceupied, because wnorant of what s required
of ukto retnin It, Such an exposure as that
which we have just made of our weakness or
onr folly, If often repeated. must certainly pro-
voke the attacks of our Asliatic enemies, even if
pot ineited by Ruesia, and may very fastly, also,
present to Russia herseli’ temptations which she
will be as little inclined to resist as she would
have been justified in expectivg, Every mile ot
fregh territory acquired by Russia adds to the
necessity of our showing a bold and a deter
mined front, instead of putting vp with insults,
or purchasing apologies with black mail

HUSSIAN INTRIGUE 1N CASHMERE—NATIVE SPIES

SERT TO OBTAIN AUTHENTYIC INFORMATION,
From the Indian Pioneer, December 8B,

Jowala Sehal, the vonfidential Vaqueel of the
Maharaja of Cashmere, was among those whe
had interviews with his excellency the Viceroy
at Umballa on his late }uurney from the Hills,
The Vaqueel 15 & man of note in the Cashmere
territories, and was the chief adviser of the Iate
ruler, Goluh Sing, The Immediate object of his
mizsion wes to disouss the fashionable subject of
Russian intrigue in Central Asia, and, as we
must surmse, to qoestion also how far the
Epglish power would interest itself in any ad-
vances that Russia might nltimately make in the
direction of Usshmere—a possibility that its aun-
thorities are understood to have debated of late
with not & little solicitude.

It maymnot be generally known that the Indian
Government, some months sgo, set messures on
foot for endeavoring to obuain authentic informa-
tion s to the movements of eur enterprising, I
as yet very distant, Russiasn neighbora, No less
than three native emissaries are now either on
their way to, or réturning from, that direction,
They are travell‘ng in the disguisc of merchants,
each by a different route, unaware of the mis-
sion of the other, and provided with such cre-
demtials from the Brillsh autherities as must
probably make it too gresta sacrifice of pro-
spective gains (should he fall into the hands of
the Philistines) for even the loast money-loving
of his caplors to indulge in a predilection for
destroying lite.

THE BHOOTAK TREEATY—WHAT THE BEOOTEAS HAVE
CEDED TO THE REITIAH,

A correspondent from the Bhootan frontier

Afler all, the treaty beétween the Bhooteas and
the Britlsh Government has been concluded by
Colonel Bruce on our side, and the agent of the
infant Dhurm Rajah and the Deb Rajah on the
other, Tongso Penlow was not a party to this
treaty. The left bank uf the Teests, with the
right bank of the Julladur. have been fixad as
the bounduries of the Bhootea and British terrl.
tories, The Bhooteas have ceded to the British
Government ell their rights and interests in the
el?hleen Bengal and Assam Dooars, including
all the land. The British Government has
sgreed to pay to the Bhooteas twenty-five theu-
sand rupees, for the present, out of the revenue
ol these Douars,

& lidation suftich nt indications erop up here and
there of a detet pinndon to exclude all tor-
elgmers trom the \ustoms and the direction of
militury operat on, . Seelng that bul jew tath.
ful servants can o obtained from amoaig for-
eigners, vhe native lofffoinls nppear resolved to
embrace every opportunity of sequiring o know-
ledpe of the modern art of werfure, and of
extending the benefils of the Insight thua
obtained over the whole of their domiuiona.

Tuey cust guns and mortars in the North and
Bonthj rifles, muskets, shells, cartridges, capes,
and other monitions of war are being produced
in many establishments; and the excess of their
et afaction with their own proficiency in so
novel a department of soience need not very
much surprise ue, The ghort time of thelr inter-
cour:e w‘th foreigners hae shown PMaem the
value of therr own resources,  Bhould hostillijes
now commence with any foreign Power, we
should not find them so effectually drilled as the
fovove of the Indian mut;ufr. but wi'h more
resourees for replenisbing thelr arsensle. The
iew vears councolion with forelgners from
the various nations—BEurope snd Amorica—
bas, moreover, initiated them into tha ruli-
ments of international law; and as they are
determined to yield no more than they are abao-
luteiy obliged, they have learned sufficient to be
obstructive and to throw impediments in the
way o! friendly relations with foreign nations,
To do away st present with the foreign 1nsoeoto-
rate of Cuptome, as rvmored in some cireles,
nnd to dismiss & gentleman from #o important a
poit a8 thit ol the present Inspector-tieneral,
could only be dictuted by maduess and a desire
to plunge the country again into hostilities with
loreleners,

The recopmized leader of the mtl-fnrtlﬁu
party, Teeng Kwo Fan, has lately proved the
influence which he at present wields over the
Cabinet at Pekin, by opposing some official
sppointments from no apparent reunson than
that the changes were distasteful to him. It
from seemingly inelenifisant acts like these that
the real feeling of the Imperinl Cabinet may be
pathered, and the mnovements ot the General-
1esimo may be safely looked upon as the index
of the stute of aflgire regarding foreign reln
tions nt the capital,

MaraMoRras, Mexico, January 19.— To the
Editor of the New Orleans 2imes:—Affairs along
toe Rio Grande remain about (he same as when
] wrote you last, The capture of Bagdad was &
puzzle to all, and siill remains 0. A similar
atfair probably never occurred in the aunals of
wortare, Everything goes on hore as 1if nothing
unusual had happened, there being apparently
1o intention at present of Mejia's advancing on
the town for the pnrpose of retaking it

Perhaps at no time in the history ol man has
there been such note and preparation of war to
such little purpose ag now exists along the Rio
Grange. On ench side sentiaels are posted. The
army ol obgerva‘ion on the American side looks
on to gee fair Pln. between the belligerents over
the nver, while the said belligerents are blusier-
g and blowing hik: the two pugilistic school
boss, both loth to etrike the frst blow, because
“one's aleard, and the other daren't.” The
parade, fire, nnd show of the Imperalista are
amusing, while the valor, dignity, and patriotism
of the Liberalé sre ridiculons. Both neht more
like guerillas than soldiers, and play the bandit
instead of the hero, Mouey, not plory, 1s the
object for which both are tighting, and the high-
way is preferred to the battle-field for the accom-
plishment of their purpose.

The soldicrs sent over the river by General
Weitzel for the protection of the oitizens and
their pruperH are stil at Baglal, A gentle-

It appears that Cortinas entered Bagdad with
a few ol Ins men for 1he purpose of nasuming com-
mand, A serious difficulty and haps & fieht
between his party end Escobedo’s would proba-
bly have taken place for the mastership of the
town, had not the officer in command of the
American soldiers refused to allow Cortinas or
any other Laberal officer not directly under tne
orders of Escobedo to assume command,
consequence was that Corlines and his men
crossed the river to Brownsy leaving Bagdad
exactly as it was prévious to his entering the
own,

We have rumors here that Escobedo has been
abeent from Bagdad for five or six days, and
that he has gone to join the main body of his
command, and advance on Matamorss, Per-
haps he thinks that the city will fall into the
hunds of the Liberals as eusily as Bugdad, but
in this he will be sadly mistaken. Even if all
the Liberal forces along the Rio Grande can be
broughi harmonlously together for this J:urpoae.

The Bupreme Courtof the United Stat=s bas
decided the case eof the United States va, 125
baskets of champagne marked V. €., and 600
baskets marked E. O, and one other case, for
evasion of the revenue i1aws,

These were cases of seizure for ulleged under-
valvation of the wines, made by the Oollector of
Ban Francsco, in Apnl, (1864, The act under
which the seisure was made provide: that
forelgn wines shall be involced by the mnun-
focturers, when intended for importation nto
the United States, at thelr market value at the
place ol manuincture, and it wos alleged that the
wmes in question were invoiced at prlces greatiy
below the market value at Rhoiws, where they
were manufsctured,

The claimants excosed themselves by averring
that there wae no market price at Rheims, and
that the wines were accordingly Invoiced at the
price of manulscture, The Government re
sponded that this was a stale excuse and not
enutled to counsideration; that the wimes should
have been invoiced at the prices at which they
were sold to cuslomers, which sale established a
market at Rheims, The Court below took that
view of the case and condemuped the , and
the Supreme Court of the United States hns now
affirmed that judgment.
